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INQUIRY COMMISSION'S S REPORT. 


STATE CENSOR “RECOMMENDED. 


Measrs. Williams and Norgate publish to- 
day, uncer the title of The Cinema—Its 
Present Position and Future Tossibilities, a 
volume containing the report of the chief 
evidence taken by the Cinema Commission of 
Inquiry instituted by the National Council 
of Public Morals. The President was the 
Bishop of Birmingham, and the membershir 
of the Commission was of a widely representa- 
tive character. 

In Part 1 of their Report, the Commissioners 
state that they were much impressed by the 
evidence brought before them that moving 
pictures are having a profound influence upon 
the mental and moral outlook of millions of 
our young people. They left their labours 
with the deep conviction that no social pro- 
blem of the day demande more earnest atten- 
tion. They were of opinion that under wise 
guidance the cinemas may be made a powerful 
imfiuence for good but that if ite abuse be un- 
checked its potentialities for evil are mani- 
fold. The figures relating to the industry 
are described as bewildering in their im- 
mensity. Carefully tabulated returns show 
that in this country there are no fewer than 
1,075,875,000 attendances at pictures shows in 
the course of a single year. In the British 
Isles there are approximately 4,500 theatres 
with a mean seating capacity which afforas 
acoommodation for one im every thirty-seven 
of the population. 

e Commissioners give an exhaustive review 
of the moral and social aspects of this class of 
entertainment, as to the influence of which 
widely divergent views are held by the general 
public, 

The report states that, while the Commis. 
sioners recognise that there are difficulties in 
securing necessary improvement, those din 
ties are not — 2 and improvement is 
imperative. One of tho findings is that, while 
the charges of indecency have been greatly 
‘xaggerated, and the evil is not nearly as 


widespread ag is often assumed, yet that it 
does exist must be admitted, but not to any 
greater extent than in any other places of 
popular resort, and the regulatiohs in force in 
london to suppress it should be made of 
general application. Not only should the local 
authority enforce existing reguiatione, but the 
public should useist the lecal authority by 
calling attention to any disregard of them.” 
Further, say the Commisstoners, a much 
stricter censorship than at one period ia neces- 
sary. Steps have now been taken to eflect 
this improvement. The censorship should in- 
clude not only films, but the posters advertis- 
ing the filma.” 

Regarding the cotintction of the cinema with 
initiative juvenile crime, there was, according 
to the report, a mass of conflicting evidence. 
The conglusion of the Commissioners is 
that such a connection docs exist, though 
to * lin itod extent. It ia pot, 
however, A necessary connection. 

The Commissioners think that additional pro- 
vision should be made for the young, both as 
regards arranging special exhibitions for them 
and securing suitable films to be there ex- 
hibited. The abolition of the picture house, iu 
the view of the Commissioners, is imposible, 
even if it were desirable, as, in their judgment, 
it is not. On the other hand, they are strongly 
of opinion that not only is improvement practic- 

able, but also of great national importance. 
There are interesting addenda on the use of 
the cinema in religious and social work. 

Section 2 of the report speaks of the cinema 
in relation to the education of children—unques- 
tionably one of the most interesting aspects of 
the question, seeing that the cinema is having 
an enormous effect for good or evil on the 
voung, and is affecting the work of elementary 
schools to a considerable degree. Admittedly, 
the cinema is better for the child than the 
street, and, say the Commissioners, the great 
variety of opinions expressed by educational ex- 
neris as to thé value of the cinema in educa- 
tion points to the need for an exhaustive inquiry 
into the subject by an expert commission or 
committee. The reasons for the comparative 
failure of the educational film are ita position 
im a mixed programme with filma of far more 
gene ral interest, and the need of preparation 
in the school or the running comments of an 
experienced lecturer. There appears to he an 
extensive field of usefulness in the indirect, 
rather than the direct, method of education by 
the cinema. 2 

They are impressed by the necessity of a 
definite regulation of universal application 
being made with regard to the attendance of 
children under 14 years of age at cinemas be- 
yond the hour of nine o'clock, . 

While acknowledging the effective work of 
Mr. T. P. O'Connor, M. P., as President of the 
Board of Censors, the judgment of the Commis- 
sioners is in favour of a Plate censorship, and, 
pending such an appointment, they recommend 
the continuance of the present arrangement, 
subject to some modifications. 

The three representatives of the cinema in- 
dustry sitting on the Commission, in iving 
their support to the findings enerally, — 
the principle of State censorship as an ideal to 
be worked for, but reserve for the industry the

right to onnose any attempt to set up this form 
of censorship without the provision of adequate 


-gafeguards.

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COURTMARTIAL 
SENTENCES. 


FIVE YEARS’ PENAL SERVITUDE 
IN LIMERICK CASE. 


We are officially informed that Thomas 
Browne, Tiernaglohane, County Olare; Thomas 
Malone, Drombane, Count Tipperary ; Jdseph 
Breen, ‘Tiernaglohane, County Glare, and 
Thomas Callaghan, Kilwina, County Clare, 
civilians, who were tried by District Court- 
martial at Cork on the 2nd October, 1917, for 
offences against Regulation 9 E, Defence of the 
Realm Regulations (Military Exercises and Drill 
(Ireland) Order, 1916), were each found guilty, 
and sentenced to two years’ imprisonment, with 
hard labour. 

The findings of the Court have been con- 
firmed by the General Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief the Forces in Ireland, who remitted the 
hard labour portion of the sentence in each 
case, and one year of the sentence in the cases 
of Browne, Malone, and Breen, and eighteen 
months in the case of Callaghan. 

Edward Punch, of 31 Frederick lace, 
Limerick, who was tried by .General Court- 
martial at Dublin on the 5th October, 1917, for 
the following offences against the Defence of 
the Realm Regulations:—(1) Endangering the 
safety of two members of the Royal Irish Con- 
stebulary at Ballinacurra, County Limerick, by 
assaulting and presenting a loaded revolver at 
them; (2) carrying firearms without lawful! 
authority: (3) having explosive substances in 
his possession—was found guilty of the first and 
second offences and not guilty of the third 
offence. 

The Court sentenced Punch to five years’ 
penal servitude. The findings and sentence have 
been confirmed by the General Officer Com- 
manding-in-( Chief the Forees in Treland.

The Germans are already 
withdrawing their guns from the thickets 
of Houthulst, and it has ceased to serve

ne Army’s Food. 


We take much for granted, and too 
frequently give others the credit for 
knowledge which they do not pocsess. It 
is possible, for instance, that some people 
still believe that our Armies requisi- 
tion cattle and sheep from occupied 
territory, or that mobs of cattle and flocks 
of sheep follow in the rear of an army in 
the field. Certain particulars from an 
authoritative source are at our disposal, 
and they are of great interest. The pro- 
visioning of such armies as we have now 
in the field would be almost an impossi- 
bility without the supplies of frozen meat 
which they consume at the rate of IIb. 
a day per man, When the frozen 
fresh me@t becomes, by the exigencies of 
movement, unobtainable cur men fall 
back on preserved, or bully, beef; and on 
what is known as the “Army ration.” 
This is a tin containing a little ever half a 
pound of cooked meat, with potatves and 
other vegetables, which produces an ar 
lent hot stew.
